Asbestos: 2™pus updates 
required by law 


to asbestos exposure. “We limit 
people's exposure to it. Why take a 
chance,” Anastas said 

Environmental Health and Safety, 
is required by the California Health and 
Safety code to update the campus popu- 
lation on the location of asbestos found 
in campus facilities. They issue areport 
quarterly detailing the specific loca- 
tions of possible asbestos hazards 

According to George Hines, associ- 
ate technologist for Environmental 
Health and Safety, testing is done on 
any suspicious matenals found. “If we 
come across some matenal, and we 
have some reason to believe it contains 
asbestos, we take it to the lab to have it 
checked out.” Hines said

“IT think that many campuses have 
found themselves with problems, legal 
problems, in the past because the victims 
dd not feel that the campus either sup- 
ported them in pursuing this or offered 
assistance in domg so,” Rooney said. “We 
do both.” 

Students have acoess to a bifurcated 
process, where they can either utilize uni- 
versity disciplinary channels, civil court 
procedures — or both 

“In the ume that I’ ve been here, we’ ve 
never had complaints come down that we 
haven't, both as the judicial affairs officer 
and the university police, encouraged 
people to pursue their complaints to the 
end with which they are most comfon- 
able,” Rooney said 

While Rooney said he thought Resi- 
dent Advisers are expected to discuss ing- 
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dents of sexual assault and harassment 
within the housing office. Cocknll said 
there Is no system in place for formally 
labulaung student inquiries 

“T think | would track it more caretully 

now, if that helps.” Cocknll sud 

Cocknil said that while there have heen 
no formal complaints filed. there have 
heen five student inquines about harass 
ment and assault so far this year There 
Were SIX inquines last year, she sud. “It's 
not an alarmingly high number,” she said. 
“not yet anyway. It is only Nov. 1.” 

Cocknill said she could not estmate 
how many student inguines would be 
unusually high.““We were concemed by 
those five,” Cocknll said. “If | get five 
more this year, P've got other issues to 
consider,” 

State-wide, there were 78 rapes re- 
ported on college campuses — including 
community colleges, private universities 
CSUs and the University of Califomia 
last year 

‘The number of reported rapes on CSU 
Campuses is increasing. In 1990, 13 rapes 
were reported on the 20CSU campuses. In 

1991, there were 20 reported rapes, and 
last year 24 students reported bemg raped 

University of Califomia numbers, how 
ever, declined. There were 12 rapes re- 
ported last year, compared to 16 in 199] 

According to the Chronicle of Higher 
Educabon, 6 of last year’s UC rapes were 
at UC Davis. 

Bisset-Grady saidthe daysof Amenca’s 
college campuses being safe havens may

The Buccaneers are another. While 
new teams in other sports have built 
solid organizations, the Bucs remain 
trapped with an image of a perennial 
expansion team, an image of a peren 
nial loser 

Vinny Testeverde looked like an 
NFL. bust. Then the guy rids himself of 
the Buccaneer, the team’s logo as well 
as auniversal symbol of failure, and he 
quickly impresses the Cleveland 
Browns brass enough to force Bernie 
Kosar and his $27-million contract to

The National Basketball Associa- 
tion has its version, too.

When Gary St. Jean came over from 
Golden State, where he coached under 
one of the game’s best, Don Nelson, 
the Kings ran out of excuses 

Nothing seems to be working, 
though, and now the Kings embark on 
the "93-94 season after doing what 
they do best in the exhibition season.

It was impossible to watch TV, be- 
Cause every five minutes the station 
would break in with the latest news. 

“Yes, we see flames. They're red 
and yellow, and when I move closer to 
them I can tell they are hot. Wait, we’ re 
moving even closer now, Whoa, baby, 
those flames are hot!” 

They had reporters stationed in ev- 
ery possible place that had anything 
remotely to do with the fire. 

“We are live inside the men’s bath- 
room at Fire Stauon 1! in Laguna 
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‘L.A. fires are hot—film ateleven’ 
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Fireman John O' Doul is finally able to 
relieve himself after a 12-hour shift. 
Tellus, Mr.O' Doul, were those flames 
hot or what?” 

Enough already. 

As with any tragedy, either real or 
imagined by the press, the constant 
bombardment of information isenough 
to make anyone switch channels to 
Geraldo or pick up a comic book in- 
stead of the paper 

On the way home from school, the 
radio station cuts in with an update on 
the fire. Then I get home and the T.V. 
people are doing the same. And then, 
after I've been subjected to this for half 
the night, I get up in the morning, risk 
being caught by a neighbor seeing me 
half-naked, and there again “FIRE 
SWEEPS SOUTH STATE!” 

Really —no kidding? Are you sure? 

I don’t need to know right now, this 
second, every second, what is happen- 
ing. | want to hear if there are any major 
developments. Otherwise, give itarest. 

The relentless pursuit of new angles 
to a story is making me tune out. 

Whatever happened to the good old 
days when a reporter (notice it is singu- 
lar) would cover the story thoroughly, 
then update it if need be? 

Now, news organizations have a re- 
porter S.W.AT team available at any 
moment to swarm to aneventand often file 
invial perspectives to a particular story. 

It's not enough to report an event. 

News Organizations rush to be the 
first to bring uscoverage. There’ s noth- 
ing wrong with trying to get the scoop, 
but often this means putting out infor- 
mation not for its news value, but be- 
cause they got it first. 

“In an exclusive interview, Smokey 
the Bear will tell us how playing with 
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matches can start a fire.” 

And the way stories are played out 
like televison mini-series is enough to 
give anyone 2 headache. 

Remember the drums and logoCNN 
used to cover the Gulf War? 

I sull wake up in a sweat, hearing 
“dum, dum, da, dum” and seeing that 
damned logo flash in my mind. 

And when President Clinton came 
to town, you'd have thought every re- 
porter within 400 miles of Sacramento 
had suddenly overdosed on metham- 
phetamine. 

“Weare here at the Town Hall meet- 
ing, where President Clinton has just 
stepped out of his limousine and seems 
to be walking. His gait is semi-slow, 
and his shoes seem to be polished. 
Another update in one minute. Back to 
you, Stan.” 

The pressure to be there first, with 
an exclusive take on a story, is putting 
the pressure on the rest of us to put up 
with it. 

It leaves me with a dilemma, be- 
cause | want to be informed, but not to 
the point that I start having dreams with 
Stan Atkinson in them. 

Now that’s a nightmare. 

The answer is to use the off switch 
on the T.V. and read only the most 
pertinent accounts in the paper, since 
the way news is gathered and reported 
is unlikely to change anytime soon. 

Maybe I should change my morn- 
ing ritual and tune to a classical music 
station to soothe my anxiety. 

“We interrupt Beethoven's Fourth 
to bring you an update on the fires. Fire 
experts have determined that water 
seems to be effective in putting out the 
flames. Now, back to the music.” 

Or maybe I should just stay in bed.
